The references cited in this Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement were first 
cited in an Office Action dated May 9, 2006 which issued in connection with United States 
patent application Serial No. 10/875,031. 
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French Patent No. 2871535 is not in the English language. French Patent No. 
2871535 discloses a method of fastening an element of a motor vehicle suited to allow the 
fastening of this element on a structural means of the vehicle, comprising a shell case (10) 
which is connected to the structural middle (4, 5) and which forms a cage (20) in which a 
fastening nut (40) is mounted, this mobile nut (40) being able to collaborate with a fastening 
screw for the assembly of the element, such that the play of the nut (40) allows the dispersion 
of this assembly to catchup, characterizes in that at least one of the sides (44) of the nut (40) 
is in contact with the cage (20), and in which this side of contact (44) presents some of the 
veined elements (45).
